The first topic on the agenda for the evening was 
a discussion of "critical issues of mutual concern," 
beginning with long-term water supply issues which face 
all three communities. Marion Selectman Winters noted 
that with all three towns facing a growth spurt, local 
water resources are being impacted. 

"The demands are only going to increase," 
Selectman Winters said. "I don't know what's going to 
happen with (the housing growth). We're going to need 
more water." 

Mattapoisett Selectman Andrews said his town's 
recent Master Plan addressed future water capacity and 
they've been in contact with SRPEDD in an attempt to be 
"proactive" about the town's future water needs. 

Town Administrator Huntoon said Rochester is 
now conducting a water study — currently in its second 
phase — and they'a? looking to "tap into" the City of 
New Bedford water supply which is located within the 
town. Mr. Huntoon said the city is only using "half their 
capacity," and he feels the tri-towns could benefit from 
sharing in this resource. 

"One of the things that's lagging is planning for 
future buildout," said Marion FinCom Chairman Lee 
Hayes. "When (will we) run out? There really is a finite 
resource here." 

"There are plenty of sources of water," said 
Mattapoisett Selectman Barry Denham. "It's just the cost

of producing that water (that's prohibitive). (Mattapoisett 
has) been fortunate enough to dig a hole and get some of 
the best drinking water anywhere." 

"We pull off the same aquifer as Fairhaven," 
added Mr. Huntoon, who also serves as a Water /Sewer 
Commissioner in Mattapoisett. "Our wells are beautiful 
. . . and Fairhaven has had problems." 

The next major topic of discussion on the agenda 
was municipal affordability and the limits of Proposition 
21/2. According to Marion FinCom Chairman Hayes, 
each of the towns' costs are driven by three things: 
general operating expenses, personnel and state man- 
dates. "We've been increasing (our budgets) by about 6 
percent each year," Mr. Hayes said. "That's double

Proposition 2 1/2 and double the rate of inflation. With 
two new school projects, that 6 percent rate has doubled 
again to 12 percent. We've been preaching the message for 
the past five years that 'we're going to hit the wall' . . . 
well, now we've hit it." 

Mr. Hayes suggested a possible solution might be 
for the three towns to share resources — both equipment 
and people. 

"If I woke up tomorrow and were put in charge of 
the three towns, I'd have one police department, one fire 
department, and make it all regionalized," said Rochester 
Town Administrator James Huntoon. "The regional 
school system works . . . (but) the parochial attitudes in the 
three towns won't permit (regionalization)." 

Jack Ayers of the Rochester FinCom agreed: "If 
we could show the residents the amount of savings, I 
couldn't see why they wouldn't go for it," he said. 

Mattapoisett Selectman Denham seemed to think 
that certain large pieces of equipment could be shared 
among the three towns. "Our Fire Chief wants to go out 
and buy a ladder truck, but Marion already has a ladder 
truck," he said. "Everybody doesn't need to have every- 
thing in their garage." 

"Looking at ways to share resources is the other 
option," said Ms. Enroth-Whitlock. 

Mr. Hayes seemed to think the regionalized 
approach was worth exploring in order to save money. 
"I'm talking about shared ideas," he said. "Mattapoisett 
and Marion were both working on a growth plan ... it 
was beneficial to talk to each other. There are really some 
great resources in all three towns. It just seems to me that 
one plus one can equal three here. We can collectively 
help each other. We've got this 'tri-town' thing going — it 
would be great if we took advantage of it." 

Mattapoisett Selectman Andrews agreed: "What- 
ever growth occurs in all three towns is going to affect the

regional school system and seventh grade," he said. 

As a point of sharing, Marion Selectman Winters 
suggested the other two towns might want to look into 
the services offered through UMass Dartmouth to conduct 
a survey of town government as did Marion recently. 
"They recommended to us what steps to take, and we 
were very satisfied with the work they did," he said. The 
study, conducted by the university's Department for 
Policy Analysis, cost only $5,000 and suggested some 
significant changes which the town has been implement- 
ing ever since. 

The next topic of discussion was a review of the 
ORR School Budget Process to be coordinated by all three 
towns. "There used to be a representative of the FinCom

and Board of Selectmen assigned to work on the regional 
school budget," said Ms. Enroth-Whitlock. "In the last 
school district I was involved with, we started working 
with the (school) superintendent in December. You have 
to make fiscal projections, even if you don't have exact 
numbers." 

"We need to change the expectation," said Marion 
Selectman Winters. "It isn't 'here's the amount of money 
we need' ... it should be 'here's the amount of money 
you're going to have to work with.' We don't have to be 
driven by their timetable. We can be proactive and almost 
force them to walk to our step." 

"We should be the ones to drive that," agreed 
Rochester FinCom Chairman Costa. "(ORR) used to have 
meetings with all three FinCom Chairmen and Rochester 
has, frankly, neglected it in the last few years." Mr. Costa 
added that the schools comprise a whopping 65 percent of 
the town's annual budget. 

"The Cape (Cod) towns pretty much tell their 
schools: this is what your budget is going to be," added 
Rochester Town Administrator Huntoon. "I think the 
three FinComs are where (the work) should begin." 

The representatives of all three FinComs made a 
commitment to schedule a regional meeting at a later date 
to specifically discuss their united approach to the re- 
gional school budget. They also agreed to contact School 
Superintendent Betty Quinn to request her input and 
preliminary budget figures.

ence of a quorum. After a Salute to the Flag and the 
singing of the National Anthem, Selectman Benjamin 
Bryant addressed Town Meeting voters in his capacity as 
Chairman of the Sippican School Building Committee. 

"I have the honor of welcoming you to our first 
Town Meeting in the auditorium of the newly-renovated 
Sippican School," Mr. Bryant said. "I hope you'll agree 
with me that the journey was worth the trip. What you 
have here now is a school with 37 classrooms, space for 
science, art, and music labs, a new library, a large cafeteria 
... a total of 157,000 square feet of educational space 
which should meet the needs of Marion for years to 
come." Mr. Bryant noted that to date the $15 million 
project is coming in under budget and he thanked the 
members of the Building Committee, the local School 
Committee, and Sippican School officials along with the 
residents who funded the project for all their help and 
support. 

Finance Committee (FinCom) Chairman Lee 
Hayes then made a brief presentation to voters about 
some of the big money articles on the 16-article warrant. 

"Tonight we're being asked to approve three 
articles dealing with the town's wastewater treatment 
system," Mr. Hayes said. "The state consent order has 
mandated that we vote these expenses now rather than in 
April as planned." 

Mr. Hayes cautioned voters, however, that the

treatment facility will be "one of the most expensive 
capital investments for the town, even more than the 
current school projects." 

With that, Selectmen Chairman Jonathan "Jody" 
Dickerson introduced ARTICLE 1, which asked voters to 
approve a transfer of $57,750 from Free Cash to cover 
expenses associated with the state-mandated Administra- 
tive Consent Order from the Department of Environmen- 
tal Protection (DEP).

Wastewater Management Supplement Plan. "This 
plan is consistent, although slightly accelerated, with the 
(pre-existing) capital plan for the town," Selectman 
Dickerson said. 

Resident Donald Torres made the first of several 
motions to amend the warrant article to have the funding 
be offset by real estate taxes and not assessed solely to the 
sewer users. 

"The problems of one are the problems of all," Mr. 
Torres said. "The administrative consent order has been 
issued against the entire town of Marion, not just the 
sewer users. I would agree that the sewer users should 
pay for this article if they were to blame; but they are not. 
They should not be penalized by bearing the brunt of the 
expense by themselves. It should be shared equally by all 
members of the town. This amendment should be ap- 
proved because it is the right and just thing to do." 

FinCom Chairman Hayes explained that past 
practice and town policy has been to offset sewer ex- 
penses with sewer rates and water expenses with water 
rates. "That's been the town policy," he said. "Unless we 
choose to change it, as your amendment would, our 
assumption is that's the way it's going to be handled." 

When asked what the approximate cost per sewer 
user would be, Town Administrator Julia Enroth- Whitlock 
said about $44.72 per user; but Mr. Torres clarified that 
would only be for Article 1 — the other two wastewater 
articles would hike that amount to about $153.83 per user. 
But even that would only cover the initial engineering 
and first phase of the project. 

"We're looking at a project with a ballpark 
estimate of $10 to $12 million," said Selectman Winters. 
"We don't anticipate that we will be given any money 
from the state for this . . . there may be some low-interest 
money which we can borrow. But at this time we don't 
anticipate the state stepping in and paying for part of this.

There is no known money at this time for these projects." 

With only 1,300 residents currently tied into the 
town sewer line, resident Kay Reis noted that the total $12 
million bill spread out among them would be "a hell of a 
lot per person." That amount: $9,230.77 per user. 

Town Meeting voters seemed to think this matter 
was worth investigating further and pushed to form a 
committee or task force to look into ways to "share the 
burden" of such town-wide improvements. Selectmen 
Chairman Dickerson pledged to see that such a group was 
formed to solicit public input. 

After lengthy debate, Mr. Torres' motion to 
amend the article was defeated and the original article 
was approved via the required 2/3 majority vote.

Under ARTICLE S2, voters were asked to appro- 
priate the sum of $145,000 to cover the costs of engineer- 
ing services and plans for the preliminary design work on 
the wasterwater treatment plant upgrade. 

Engineer Liz Beardsley from Camp, Dresser and 
McKee (CDM) explained that this work would be done in 
response to the DEP's more stringent permit requirements 
to remove nitrogen from the town's wastewater dis- 
charge. 

"Permits are based on the Clean Water Act," Ms. 
Beardsley said. "The last permit issued to Marion in 1998 
added this new requirement to remove the ammonia/ 
nitrogen levels. In 2003, it will be an even more stringent 
permit. As engineers, we're often the bearers of bad news 
... or at least expensive news." 

Town Meeting voters unanimously approved 
ARTICLE S2. 

Under ARTICLE S3, voters were asked to appro- 
priate $180,000 to fund the cost of engineering and related 
services for the first phase of developing the wastewater 
collection and/ or treatments systems for several areas of 
town including the so-called Berry Roads, North Marion, 
and Dexter Beach neighborhoods, and the southern 
section of Converse Road. 

Again, resident Donald Torres moved to amend 
the article to cover the cost from real estate property taxes: 
"If the argument is (made) that this is for the betterment 
of the town, then all residents should pay for it," he said. 
"There are many homeowners at Dexter Beach who do

not have failed septic systems. It cannot be an administra- 
tive mandate pushed on the people without discussion. 
What I am trying to do here is set a precedent. We're 
talking $10 to $12 million for only a segmented part of our 
society." 

"We've looked at how the state assesses better- 
ments and that is our (town) policy with regard to better- 
ments," Selectman Bryant said. "It has been the town's 
luxury to offer residents a choice of whether they want to 
pay for improvements via betterments. I ask you to not 
pass the motion (to amend). I think our betterment policy 
is in the best interest of the neighborhoods." 

When asked why these particular areas of town 
were now being targeted for upgrades, Selectman Winters 
explained that these were identified as potential problem 
areas which needed to be corrected. "As we got into this 
situation, we were told by DEP that we had to do certain 
things by certain dates," he said. "What they did was 
insert themselves into the process. They simply said they 
will have to review our plans when we have a proposal to 
make. Now, we have to do this because they have stepped 
in." 

"There was some initial work done in the 1990s 
which suggested more work (needed) to be done on the 
problem areas," added Liz Beardsley of CDM. "In the last 
five years or so in Massachusetts, since (passing) Title V 
regulations, there has been an expansion in requirements. 
So, for those reasons, it has some attractive aspects to a 
town like Marion and these three areas. This study will 
look to see if there are potential sites in the three areas and 
then see if it's at all possible or not." 

Although his motion to amend didn't garner 
much support, many residents did appreciate Mr. Torres' 
point in trying to find other ways of funding such big- 
ticket items. 

"I'm glad (Mr. Torres) is raising these issues 
tonight, because if he didn't — wait until you see the 
numbers next April," warned FinCom Chairman Hayes. 
"I think 80 percent of the towns in Massachusetts don't 
have wastewater treatment plants and never will. (Mr. 
Torres) has raised some important issues that Marion is 
different. I think an orderly conversation between now 
and next April would be advantageous."

Echoing Selectman Dickerson's earlier pledge to 
support committees and/ or task forces to look into 
funding options for these projects, Selectman Bryant also 
voiced his support: "I am willing to say that we will take 
this under advisement — we will discuss this in 
townwide meetings," he said. 

With that, Mr. Torres withdrew his motion and 
paved the way for Lee Vulgaris' motion to amend the 
same article to add that the cost "will be determined at a 
later date by the Board of Selectmen and the Wastewater 
Committee after public input." This motion would 
guarantee that the will of Town Meeting is met to get 
input from all residents before the money is allocated. 

Some Town Meeting voters were concerned this 
would only hold up the process, but FinCom Chairman 
Lee Hayes said the work would still move forward. 

"Having this discussion about where we end up 
funding this from will not stop the work," he said. "You 
vote for this tonight, we start tomorrow. We borrow the 
money, (but) you won't pay for it until later on." 

The second motion to amend was then passed via 
the required 2/3 majority vote, and Town Meeting then 
unanimously approved ARTICLE S3 as amended. 

Two other articles were a source of much debate 
and resulted in the measures being "indefinitely post- 
poned" and "tabled," essentially defeating these proposed 
changes to the town's Zoning By-Laws and putting them 
back into the hands of the Planning Board for future 
consideration. These included ARTICLE S14, which asked

voters to amend the Zoning By-Laws to set the minimum 
lot requirements for non-residential buildings as "40 
percent of the surface area of the lot," and ARTICLE S15, 
which asked voters to amend the By-Laws to limit the size 
of "impervious type surfaces" to not more than 25 percent 
of ground area for lots which are less than the minimum 
lot size or frontage.

FAT CATS 

My veterinarian told me that my cat is fat. I thought that 
cats would regulate their caloric intake to remain at their 
ideal weight. 

In an ideal world you would be right, but trust your 
cats doctor. Obesity is very common in our feline pets 
who often have little to accomplish other than keeping 
a lap warm and their stomachs full. 

How can I get her to lose weight? 
There is no completely painless way for your cat to 
shed a few pounds. Feeding a low calorie food will 
help as will increasing the amount of exercise that 
your cat gets. Forget about leaving food out all of the 
time. Feed your cat 2 meals a day. Your goal is slow 
weight loss over a few months to a year rather than a 
crash diet that may be dangerous for your cat.

The (Mattapoisett) Zoning Board of Appeals knows 
how to stage a hearing properly, as evidenced by its recent 
hearing on The Regatta. There were microphones for everyone 
so that anyone choosing to sit in the rear (many had to, because 
the Old Hammondtown School Auditorium was packed) could 
hear any discussion from the front. Anyone desiring to speak 
had to use a microphone. 

The main thrust for many residents attending was the 
size of the development, scheduled for 100 units, of which 25 are 
affordable housing. This would be accomplished through a 
three-story structure rising 50 feet, putting it far above the 
town's 37-foot limit and out of range of the Fire Department's 
ladders. 

The development team appears unwilling to concede 
some units, the focus of questions from board member Nancy 
O'Brien and resident Wayne Walega. Ms. O'Brien asked if there 
was any way to cut back on the number of units and thereby 
reduce the price of the land to the developers. James Lanagan, 
one of the principal figures on the team, said the purchase price 
was fixed and there was no provision for a cutback in the 
number of units. To a question from Dan Lee about the snow 
removal from the property, as to whether it would be left on the 
premises or trucked away, Mr. Lanagan said he intends to leave 
the snow, unless it becomes a problem. Mr. Lee said Mr. 
Lanagan knew it would be a problem because it was just "so 
much more water on the property." Is this called, on the part of 
Mr. Lanagan, negotiating in good faith? 

The water runoff from the property with the funeral 
home and police station on it (same area) already impacts the 
outlining streets, including Mr. Lee's.

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Whale Sounds

The New Bedford Symphony Orchestra, under 
the astute direction of Dr. F. John Adams, distin- 
guished itself in the world premiere presentation of 
Philip Sainton's Moby Dick Orchestral Suite on Sun- 
day, October 14. 

Playing before a nearly-filled Zeiterion Theatre, 
the orchestra brought forth all of the adventurous 
mood of a young man, Ishmael, setting out on the 
whaler Pequod, the tumultuous seas, the sailors set- 
ting out from New Bedford, the obsession of Captain 
Ahab to kill the dreaded white whale, and the final 
ride of Ahab lashed to Moby Dick and then the 
destruction of the ship and Ishmael' s survival. Sainton 
composed the score for the film Moby Dick starring 
Gregory Peck as Ahab. It had its premiere in 1956 at 
the Zeiterion Theatre, then a movie house, and it is 
only fitting that the orchestral music should have the 
same honor. 

The work has six movements, all bringing forth 
the drama or, at times, the lighter mood of the movie. 
Notable in the first movement were the flutes while 
the brass and percussion sections brought out the 
needed elements in the second movement, highlight- 
ing the more optimistic view of the crew. However, 
the strings excelled in the darker parts of the move- 
ment, signifying the vessel's departure and the omi- 
nous outlook. 

"Carnival of the Hunt," the fourth movement, 
featured stellar interaction between the various in- 
struments and then the two final movements brought 
in the depth of "The Stranger's Prophecy" and the 
"Strife and Epilogue" with the orchestra rising to the 
turbulent mood with brisk tempos and solid synchro- 
nization. John Huston, who directed the movie, obvi- 
ously made a wise choice in selecting Sainton, a 
relatively-unknown British composer, to create the 
musical score. The work was arranged and edited by 
William Stromberg, conductor of the Moscow Sym- 
phony Orchestra. 

Adams picked a nautical motif for the concert and 
this also included works such as Handel's "Suite No. 
2 from The Water Music," played with a fine combina- 
tion of gentle control and a frivolous tone in "The 
Hornpipe" movement. 




Also in the program was Sibelius' "The 
Oceansides, Op. 73," which opened with a relatively 
light flow and ended in a vibrant conclusion. The 
orchestra, with its proficiency, handled it stylishly. 

Mendelssohn's "The Hebrides Overture, Op. 26" 
received a stellar treatment by the orchestra which 
brought in the majesty of the musical landscape to its 
finest dimension. Ravel's "Une Barque Sur L'Cean" is 
the type of work that brings in memories of a fine 
dinner, in a select dining room, with a hearth and the 
sound of waves breaking, along with taste of the 
cognac or Grand Marnier which tops off that meal. It 
was exquisite. 

DeBussy's "La Mer" had a distinct flavor, created 
by the orchestra's clarity and subdued (when needed) 
playing, capturing the poetic essence and the 
composer's response to the many faces of the ocean. 

The New Bedford Symphony Orchestra is 
currently celebrating its 87th season. The next 
performance will be at 8:00 pm on Saturday, 
November 17, and feature a Vive La France pro- 
gram that includes works by Ravel, Saint Saens, 
and Berlioz. 

The Symphony will also be performing their 
traditional Holiday Pops Concert on December 
14, 2001. The concert will feature holiday favor- 
ites and a sing-along. The concert is sponsored in 
part by Fleet Bank.

Death Wish

Shot in the Heart. Starring Giovanni Ribisi and 
Elias Koteas. Directed by Agnieszka Holland. 
' Running time: 98 minutes. Rated TV-MA. An 
I HBO Original Movie. 

There's a poignant scene between Mikal Gilmore (Giovanni 
Ribisi) and his soon- to-be-executed brother Gary (Elias Koteas) in 
HBO Films' Shot in theHeart where Gary, fumbling to make things 
right, offers his young sibling a share in the profits from his recent 
book and movie deal. Mikal declines, suggesting the money 
should go to the families of those he murdered, to which Gary 
replies: "I cannever repay themfor what I've done." This sad-but- 
true realization not only refers to the circumstances which paved 
the way for Gary's fated trip to death row, but also begs the 
question as to whether his own impending execution at gunpoint 
will make up for their loss. 

It is the fall of 1977, and convicted killer Gary Gilmore is 
something of a national celebrity in the wake of the U.S. Supreme 
Court's decision to reinstate the death sentence. As such, Gilmore 
would be the first American executed in over ten years, and he is 
relishing the sudden notoriety which has yielded not only the 
aforementioned book and movie deals, but also t-shirts, maga- 
zine covers, and the courting of the ACLU to become their latest 
cause. In a desperate attempt during the final week before his 
scheduled firing-squad death, an ACLU attorney tries to get a 
member of Gilmore's family to sign a stay of execution. Brothers 
Frank and Mikal are sent on a mission to get Gary's blessing 
which becomes a harrowing week-long experience for Mikal (the 
frightened Frank bails out after the first encounter). 

During subseqent visits, Mikal is haunted by ghosts from his 
dysfunctional family's past — both literal and imaginary — and 
it is here that director Agnieszka Holland [The Third Miracle) 
excels in creating surreal images of failed family gatherings and 
fuzzy, out-of -focus depictions of people without definition. Pro- 
duced by Barry Levinson and Tom Fontana (Oz), the film's 
contemporary 1977 talking-head sequences are cold and color- 
less while the more disturbing period flashbacks are, in turn, 
warm and rich in texture. The contrast between time and 




temperment is as schizophrenic as the Gilmore family itself — 
torn between love and hate, contempt and understanding. 

Taking a cue from director Tim Robbins' superior Dead Man 
Walking, the made-for-cable Shot in the Heart is a less subtle, less 
ambiguous examination of the always-controversial death pen- 
alty issue which clearly empathizes more with the convicted 
killer's family (we only get a passing mention of the Mormon men 
Gilmore killed) and shows how the lives of a criminal's next-of- 
kin can be equally shattered by such inexplicable tragedy. The 
familiar story (previously mined for Norman Mailer's The 
Executioner's Song) is based on Mikal's published nonfiction 
account of the same name. Instead of being black or white, 
however, the film (and presumably the book) sketches in shades 
of gray and suggests that the young and skittish Mikal (played at 
perfect-pitch by Ribisi) is both fearful and awestruck by his 
volatile but lucid brother campaigning to die if only to free 
himself from his own demons. Koteas' role is more flamboyant 
and somewhat easier than the understated Ribisi part, but both 
actors play well off each other's deep, penetrating stares — 
Koteas trying to contain his rage, Ribisi struggling to contain his 
affection for the brother he never understood. 

Although more predictable and less casual about hammer- 
ing home its anti-death penalty message than Dead Man Walking, 
Shot in the Heart is a worthy companion piece to that award- 
winning masterpiece and is worth seeing for the central perfor- 
mances from Ribisi and Koteas — both of whom let their expres- 
sive faces (which are often shot in big, long- take close-ups) say far 
more than the routine words in the script.
